VOCATION AID 

FOR VETERANS 
BOARD TOPIC 



Newmarket high school board was 
called to an emergency meeting 
Monday afternoon to decide upon 
proceedings determining whether or 
not it Will he possible to provide 
vocational training (or veterans. 

"i ho Newmarket rehabilitation 
Committee has appointed me to 
head a sub-committee on vocational 
training.' 1 Chairman A. X. Belugin 
said, "and has asked me to select 
members for the sub-committee. 

"The rehabilitation committee is 
strongly in favor of providing re- 
turned men who want it with even- 
ing training, while they earn their 
living in the daytime. 

"Among men who have already 
rctuined I know of some who 
want this kind of traiutng and at 
present it is not available In New- 
market. • They either have to go to 
considerable expense nnd waste of 
time to go to Toronto so many 
nights each week or go without*' 
Mr. Bclugin said. 

'•if wc undertake this project, it 
is with the understanding that the 
committee assist us In the esablish- 
ment of u vocational department.** 

. Mr. Bclugin suggested that the 
board contact the department of 
I education to ascertain whether or 
I not the departnaent would give a 
grant if the board undertakes to 
build a vocational training wing at 
the high schuol. He also suggested 
that the board contact the architect 
who previously drew up plans for 
the wing and see what change 
there would he in the cust. 

The tioard unanimously agreed to 
this procedure. 

•Though I agree on that proced- 
ure."" said J. E. Nosbltt. *i don't 
know that I would approve of such 
an undertaking while wo are s-till 
at war and when prices arc as high 
as they are today." 

"I think it is necessary to 
approach the depaitment and find 
out where we stand In regard to 
their assistance," said Gordon Man- 
ning. "But when the war Is over. 
Is too tato for this scheme (u bene- 
fit the veterans* Furthermore, five 
years from now it wont cost any 
U&&, If you remember after tho last 
war prices continued to rise for 
ours." 
The Canadian I>glon might pay 
the cost of evening instruction." 
said Principal J. W. lx>ckhart. 
'They are Interested in this kind 
of project." 

Mr. Belugin and Mr. I.ockhart 
explained that having a vocational 
department In a high school re- 
quires teaching draughting as a 
basic subject of all trades and at 
least three subjects chosen from 
electricity, machine shop, wood- 
working, sheet metal, automobile 
mechanics and farm machinery. 

Results of the communications 
with the department of education 
nnd the architect will he dlsusscd 
at tho February meeting of the 
board.

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A SOUND SUGGESTION 

A three-way conference of farmers, buyers and 
town representatives is the first step in reviving 
the market. This is the opinion of Councillor 
Frank Bowser, appointed by council to supervise 

the operation of the 'market. Unless these three 
groups are ready to co-operate in making a big- 
ger and better market, said Mr> Bowser, nothing 
can be done. 

Mr. Bowser's suggestion is sound. The market 
concerns the three groups he has mentioned.

Their problems could be set out and 
solutions reached. The results of the meeting 
would provide concrete facts and figures by 
which to re-organize the market to the advan- 
tage of all. 

It is only a few months before the season 
which is most profitable to those who use the 
market will be here. Now is the time to prepare 
for that season. Mr. Bowser has given a con- 
structive lead towards the solution of the mar- 
ket's troubles. Let his fellow councillors support 
him. Call the meeting. Hear the evidence of 
fanner, of buyer, of customer. And be prepared 
to act on the findings.

PROUD RECORD 

News items such as the one in last week's 
paper headed "Is Killed In Italy** are reminders 
of the effort and sacrifice of Pickering College 
students in uniform. The news story told of the 
death in Italy of Pto. Hugh 6. Walker, 10, a for- 
mer student. He is the 35th Pickering student 
to lose his life in the service of his country. 

There are 420 Pickering old boys and staff 
members serving in various capacities in uni- 
form. Four are prisoners of war, seven have 
been wounded, four are listed as missing, and 35 
have been killed in action. 

The honors that school members have won are 
impressive. One Distinguished Service Order 
has been awarded a Pickering boy; four Distin- 
guished Flying Crosses; three Military Crosses; 
one Purple Heart; and two have been mentioned 
in dispatches. It is a proud record. 



THE DONOR'S VIEWPOINT 

It is not our intention to let levity detract 
from the magnificent work being done by the 
Newmarket Hed Cross at its blood donor clinic. 
The women and doctors on duty operate an 
efficient clinic; their work is of incalculable 
value. But from the donor's point of view the 
clinic offers other attractions than that of ser- 
vice which ore worth noting. 

For example, what is more self-satisfying than 
to be able to compare note3 on recent operations 
and present bodily ailments. We can't recollect 
when we have been able to air our sinus trouble 
to a more sympathetic audience. We presume 
that it must he the atmosphere of the clinic 
which made our listeners so receptive to the com- 
plete story (with illustrations) of the last time 
we were hospitalized. 

Another striking advantage of the clinic is the 
effect the nurses have in releasing the inhibi- 
tions of the male. It is our belief that every 
male carries deep in his sub-conscious the 
memory of the time he was only a yowl, a pair 
of diddies, and the object of lavish care and at- 
tention. Although the memory of the pleasure 
he had in the latter is sternly suppressed In the 
Interests of masculine dignity, when he is being 
prepared for his donation by the nurses all 
barriers nro let down and he thoroughly enjoys 
the reversion to the attention he had in his for- 
mer days. It must be the association of ideas. 
Whatever the reason, it certainly has an Invigor- 
ating effect on his ego. Women, more practical, 
harbor no illusions and take it all «s a matter of 
course. 

The finest attraction of the clinic outside of its 
provision for service at home, however, is its 
spirit of ncighbnrliness. To the best of our 
knowledge, there is no other institution in town 
where that feeling of good will towards our 
neighbors which marks the Christmas season, Is 
so kept alive throughout the year than at the 
blood clinic. Blood donor clinics ore an integral 
part of the war effort but we predict that their 
effect will ho felt in a heightened community 
spirit when the war is only a memory.

After the fire was out — it smothered 
before too much harm was done — we went home 
and filled the lighter that was given us for 
Christmas and that so far, we haven't used. 



IT PAYS TO ADVERTISE 

A Newmarket traveller, lately returned from 
California, the land of sunshine and fresh fruit, 
reports that there was neither the sunshine nor 
the fruit that he had expected. Specifically, he 
said: The oranges aren't as good as you get here, 
and it rained most of the time. 

California has made a specialty of chambers of 
commerce which were indoctrinated with the be- 
lief that the stale was the original Garden of 
Eden. These C. of C/s advertised their beliefs 
far and wide and the attention they attracted 
played no small part in building up the state. 

Not even Canada escaped their enthusiasm. 
Despite jokes on the California weather heard 
regularly over the radio, the phrase "retire to 
California" with its connotations of eternal sun- 
shine, continues to cast a spell over us and make 
us ready targets for the annuity salesman. It 
will take more than an eye-witness account to 
break the spell. 

The activity of the Californian C. of C.'s is an 
object lesson to any community which is think- 
ing of publicising itself. It is not necessary to 
go to the lengths that California has gone to sug- 
gest that Newmarket might be just the spot an 
industrialist is looking for, but something more 
than a name on a road map is necessary. 

Recently, there has been considerable talk in 
council of advertising Newmarket in England 
and in the U.S.A. as well as in Canada. The in- 
dustrial committee has urged it but a decision is 
still waiting. If it is a matter of effectiveness of 
such advertising, the esteem in which California 
is held fs sufficient answer. The only other con- 
dition is a firm belief in the future of the town 
and who, calling himself a citizen, lacks that 
belief? 



DON'T PACK MATCHES 

In a recent announcement, Postmaster General 
Win. P. Mulock said: "Fires are started too 
frequently in the holds of ships carrying over- 
seas mail through matches and lighter fluid be- 
ing included in parcels to members of our armed 
forces. 

"Although warnings have been Issued, many 
people still do not realize the danger involved. 
When a ship is tossing in a rough sea, with tens 
of thousands of parcels in mail bags pressing 
against each other in the hold, oven the most 
carefully packed matches or lighter fluid create 
a tremendous hazard. 

"If one parcel catches fire, every mail bag in 
the hold may be destroyed or damaged. In any 
case those around that particular parcel are de- 
stroyed and those near it damaged. In many 
cases, if Ihe hoses have to be turned into the 
hold to put out the fire, this means that thou- 
sands of other parcels arc damaged by water 
and they have to he opened and repacked. 

"This not only means the loss of articles in the 
parcels, but a great delay In the; balance of the 
parcels being forwarded. In fighting the fire, 
the lives of the men In the Merchant Marino are 
being endangered." 

The postmaster general's statement speaks for 
itself.- To pack matches or lighter fluid In an 
overseas parcel means not only risking the safely 
Of that parcel hut the safely of other parcels. 
There is no excuse for penalizing the parcel;! of 
others for the sake of one.

RELIEF AND U.N.R.R.A.

The problem of relief 
that Us origin is lost in 
of antiquity and so modern that the 
greatest relief problems the world 
has ever faced is now. in process 
of at least partial solution. When 
Moses was in despair as to some 
method of feeding the hungry and 
complaining Israelites whom he had 
rescued from the Egyptian yoke, 
the Almighty fed them on a day to 
day basis, teaching them not to 
hoard but to share the common lot 
and trust for the morrow. 

When Joseph obeyed the vision 
warning of the fat and lean years 
which faced Egypt, he lost no time 
in storing the rich years* surplus 
and so made Egypt a storehouse 
for the famine stricken little world 
around it. 

And now the governments of the 
world are faced with a relief prob- 
lem, the scope of which was not 
dreamed of in Joseph's era. Whole 
countries denuded of the barest 
necessities by an army as ruthless 
as Tamerlane's or Genghis Khan's. 
The answer is slowly coming into 
being— the United Nations" Relief 
and Rehabilitation Association. It is 
being born into a world in chaos; 
it Is meeting with setbacks and 
difficulties; it is hampered by wide- 
ly diversifed political views, jealous- 
ies and misunderstandings. In 
spite of all these, it is growing and 
promises to be the greatest elimin- 
ator of suffering the world has over- 
seen.

Some years ago I had a request ho 

write an article explaining the 
meaning of Epiphany. I was glad 
to reply at that time and now, once 
again, I have been asked the same 
thing. The word really means 
manifestation and to make known. 
In this case Christ was made 
manifest, or made known, to the 

Gentiles. 

Epiphany or "Old Christmas" as 
it is often called, falls On Jan. 6 
and is one of the major festivals 

of the Christian church. "Manifes- 
ted by the star of the sages from 

afar", as the old hymn says. In 
some countries it is still kept as the 

day of Christ's birth, that is why It 
is called Old Christmas, but now it 

has been definitely established from 
old Jewish archives that were taken 
to Rome after the destruction of 
Jerusalem, that the correct date is 
Dec. 25. Even so, there Is again 
certain proof that Christ's birth- 
day occurred on Oct. 6. However, 
I think the fact that He was born 
should satisfy everybody! 

At any rate our western church 
since then, has always celebrated 
Dec. 23 and Old Christmas, Jan, 6, 
is celebrated as Epiphany, the 
manifestation of Christ to the 
Gentiles, In the persons of three 
wise men, showing that Christ was 
to be also the Saviour of the other 
cations as well as the chosen 
race, Israel. 

How our imagination is caught 
by the story told in St. Matthew's 
GosjmjI of the three wise men from 
the east, the magi, as we call them. 
Hut we know them also as kings. 
"We three kings of Orient are. 
bearing gifts we traverse far, field 
and fountain, moor and mountain, 
following yonder star," lis we sing 
m the old time Christmas hymn. 

The first king. Ksispar, according 
to tile hymn, offers gold, proclaim- 
ing Christ a king. MclchW, the 
second one, offers frankincense, 
pioclaiming him a priest, while the 
third, Balthazar, brings myrrh as 
ids gift, signifying Christ's death 
and entombment, since myrrh was 
used by the ancients for embalming. 

No wonder. the mag] capture our 
Imaginations, for astrology Is, as 
always, to the uninitiated, shrouded 
in mystery. And what a marvellous 
thing it was that those three astrol- 
ogers, atl from different countries, 
should thus meet at Bethlehem on 
the night of Christ's birth, led by 
a star, "The Star", I should say! 
Some believe that Balthazar, a 
superb specimen of manhood, was a 
negro, while the majority contend 
ho was a fair-haired youth, resemb- 
ling our own race. Kaspar was the 
oldest and is represented as gray- 
headed, while Mclchior was in the 
prime of life. 

All were students of astrology and 
were held in the highest regard in 
their own country. They were not 
only keepers of the sacred things, 
tho leurncd of the people, the philos- 
ophers, but were servants of God 
who studied the stars and no 
transaction of Importance took 
place without their advice. So It was 
natural they should sec the star in 
the east and so were miraculously 
led to the place where Christ was 
born, signifying as I said before 
that He was to he the Saviour of 
all nations who accepted Him. 
Have I explained It satisfactorily— 
if not, write mo and I'll try again. 

The Epiphany season lasts from 
Christmas until tho third Sunday 
before Lent, according to the 
church calendar, nnd every church 
member knows anil lives the grand 
old Epiphany hymns, "As with 
gladness men of old, did the guid- 
ing star behold." That Is the rea- 
son of tho "Star" at the glad 
Christmas season— the shining star 
that we lovo to place on the top of

Newmarket 30 years from now 
will be greatly changed. Will It 
be better? That depends on how 
well we make plans for chanel- 
ling our future growth. Unless 
we have the courage and fore- 
sight to adopt a plan now, our 
traffic problems will increase, 
our town will be less beautiful, 
we will have more slums. Con- 
sequently, Newmarket will not 
be a place which will attract 
the trade of summer tourists or 
rural communities. Hence, no 
planning is bad business. The 

time has come for us to get 
smart about our town. 

Our ancestral town fathers 
could have widened our Main 
St. at very little expense by 
tearing down the few dilapidated 
frame stores that occupied the 
west side between Park Ave. 
and Timothy 30 years ago. Our 
business section in bygone days 
was up on south Prospect, known 
then as Garbutt Hill. There is 
quite a possibility that on some 
future date it will be on Yonge 
St. Are we planning for such 
an eventuality? 

Planning also makes the dif- 
ference between a beautiful 
town and an ugly one. One 
need not be an expert to see the 
difference that little park has 
made along the water-front at 
Fairy Lake. What a reinaik- 
able i m pjr o v e m e n t on the 
luuibied-down barns, hen coops 
and piles of refuse thnt littered 
that site 30 years ago. Through 
long-term planning we might 
have a green belt beginning at 
Fairy Lake running through 
■Widdifield Park, continuing 
along the flats, up to Huron St.; 
gravel roads for pedestrians only, 
rock gardens, with the little old 
creek winding its way. " This 
could be made a thing of real 
beauty— a horticulturist's para- 
dise beyond power of descrip- 
tion. 

No town is beautiful without 
beautiful homes. Slums make a 
town ugly, moreover, slums are 
not limited to large cities; they 
are everywhere. Building new 
homes docs not eliminate slums. 
We must plan for their removal 
and replacement with proper 
housing. 

Wo should be buying Site* 
now when land is cheap for air 
transport fields, children's play- 
grounds, factories and other fu- 
ture projects. Such land could 
be utilized at present for parking 
space. 

There is a widespread idea 
that such long-term planning is 
wide-eyed dreaming. However, 
nothing could be further from 
the truth. We must not shrug 
our shoulders and let the ex- 
perts do the job alone. The ex- 
ports do not want that; they 



want co-operation. Public opin- 
ion must be aroused to the im- 
portance of long-term ©fanning. 
We must plan now if our town is 
to be a better place to live in 
in the future.

MAGISTRATE'S COURT 

FAILURE TO ATTEND 

PARADES BRINGS FINES 
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When Magistrate W. F. Woodliffe 
resumed court again on Friday, 
four members of the Queen's York 
Rangers Reserve appeared before 
him. charged with being members 
of the militia and failing to attend 
parade on Nov. 2. 1914. without 
lawful excuse. Two of the defend- 
ants, a 17-year-old youth from Oak 
Ridges, and a 19-year-old youth 
from Sharon, were found guilty and 
fined five dollars and costs or five 
days each. The former pleaded not 
guilty and the latter pleaded guilty. 

Captain William Hunt, adjutant 
of the Queen's York Rangers, told 
his worship that both youths joined 
the miiitfa in 19-13 and belonged to 
C company of Aurora. He stated 
that previous to the parade Nov. 
2, orders for the parade had been 
issued by Lieut. C. If. Reeve and 
himself and posted en the bulletin 
board in the Aurora armories. In 
both cases the youths had given 
no excuse for not attending the 
parade, he said. 

In his defence, the Oak Ridges 
youth stated that he had been work- 
ing at Guelph at the time and was 
unable to attend the parade. He 
had written his mother to write a 
letter to his commanding officer 

and ask If he could be excused, he 
said. Asked why he did not write 
the officer himself, the accused 
could not give an answer. He ad- 
mitted that he had not attended 
any parade since Nov. 2 although 
parades are held every Tuesday. 

"X might soy that you are liable 
to a fine of five dollars for each 
parade you miss." Magistrate Wood- 
liffe told accused. "You must 
ntlend every piradc unless you pro- 
duce a reasonable excuse. I under- 
stand that the officers of the militia 
are very easy on tho members if 
they produce a reasonable ant! good 
excuse. But you must get in touch 
with them, you just can't stay 
away of your own accord. Because 
your, commanding officer. I* asking 
that thi* minimum fin-* he imposed. 
,1 am fining you five Oollars and 



costs or five days." 

The Sharon youth' admitted that 
he had not attended any parades 
for a year previous to Nov. 2. He 
said that he had a market garden 
to take care of aod that when he 
sold his car he had no means of 
transportation to Aurora. 

Capt. Hunt told his worship, that 
he had interviewed the defendant 
In June and when the latter told 
s ; m that he did not have enough 
gasoline for his car and the tires 
were In bad condition, making It 
impossible for him to travel to 
Aurora, ho got In touch with the 
oil controller and made it possible 
for the accused to get extra gas 
coupons and purchase tires. 

"I find that the officers have been 
lenient and reasonable with you but 
you were not reasonable with 
them." Magistrate Woodliffe told 
the youth. 

The third defendant charged with 
falling to attend parade was an 

East GwiHimbury youth, whom 

Crown Attorney Arlelgh Armstrong 

recalled had been sentenced a few 
weeks previous to the Guelph Re- 
formatory In connection with a 
theft of tires. The charge was 
withdrawn. 

The fourth defendant charged 
with failing to attend parade was 
an Aurora youth. In this case the 
defendant was given a remand until 
the next court session day.

Hon. Capt. W. W. Burnett, 
M.C., chaplain to the New 
Brunswick Hussars in Italy, was 

home attending Aurora United 

church on Sunday with his wife. 

Capt Burnett is a young 
United church minister, who was 
in the mission field with Rev. 
Roy Hicks for several summers, 
and also once was a pupil of J. 
H. Knowles in Wellington coun- 
ty, where he was raised. 

Capt. Burnett arrived back in 
Canada early last week on the 
Llandovery Castle and, while 
partly recovered from his 
wounds, will convalesce for a 
month in a Toronto military hos- 
pital. 

He has not yet seen his cita- 
tion for the Military Cross and 
awaits curiously the particulars. 
"I haven't done anything," he 
told the press on his arrival at 

Halifax. 

Attached to the Hussars, he 
went with them as they helped 
crack successively the Gustav, 
Hitler and Gothic lines in Italy. 
Four months ago, when the 
Hussars were dug in before 
Rimini, Capt. Burnett went out 
as the only officer of a party of 
eight collecting Canadian battle 
dead. 

"AH our own dead were col- 
lected," he said, "and we thought 
we had better pick up some of 
the German dead that were ly- 
ing about. We were carrying 
one of the Germans on a stret- 
cher when a German 8B (88- 
miilimetre shell) came over.
